ELLIOTT: Oeorge Washington 
must continue to serve as in the 
past the edoeallooal needs of 
cltlaans who cannot on a 
toll-Ums basis. This Is a local 
reaponalbUlty which OW could 
not turn Its back on and still 
bo a good eltlxeo In the opm- 
munlty. However, the prOUsm 
la one ot maintaining a balance 
In such a way so that the part- 
time student tits Into lbs ongoing 
programs of the University and 
doesn’t causa the University to 
direct its efforts away from the 
full-time student slm^ to be a 
service station tor the part-time 
student. 

The kmg-raogs goals must be 
made with both groups In mind, 
but with the great weight on the 
three groups which I outlined, and 
aimed haslcally at the fUll-Ums. 
The part-time student will prob- 
ably be at a disadvantage In 
achieving hls educa t ional goals 
slmi^ because he, tor reasons 
over which be very often has no 
control, does not pursue a full- 
time program. Iha lull advan- 
tages of the library resources, 
consultation with faculty, etc., 
can not often be achieved by 
the part-time student.

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Editorial 

Buck-Pa»»ing . . . 

IN THE COURSE of a year notable for reorgani- 
sation, Improvement of atudent-a dmlnlstratlve 
ralatiooahlpa. and other worUiwhlle projects, the 
Student Council has committed one grievous error— 
It has either lost or somehow misplaced almost 
five thousand dollars. 

The eitact amount of the deficit and Its origins 
are difficult to ascertain, for the entire area of 
Council finances is surrounded by a fog of care- 
lessness, incompetence and sheer stupidity. 

Student Council Treksurer Ron Ullrich’s most 
recent “report" was an interesting amalgam of 
buck-passing and bewilderment. When he checked 
with the University Comptroller’s office in March, 
Ullrich reports, its record were not »g) to date 
in (Tder for him to determine Council’s true 
financial condition. His activities since" that 
effort in March seem to have been less than 
thorough, however. 

Also, the Student Directory account deficit of 
nine hundred dollars, which pompares rather 
unfavorably with the expected profit of over one 
hundred dollars, can not be blamed on Ullrich, 
for that account bad somehow been closed when 
be became treasurer. Certainly, the chairman of 
the Student Directory can’t bo blamed, for it was 
obviously the business manager’s fault. And the 
business manager, who appears to have neglected 
to bill the advertisers, can not be criticised, for 
he is safely attending an out-of-state law school. 

Whose fault is It, then? ' ] 

Part of the blame must go to an antiquated 
system of finances and bookkeeping. In the past 
each c hairman of a Student Council actl^ty was 
able to deposit and withdraw money from bis own 
account without the treasurer or comptroller of 
Counpil having any knowledge of the transaction. 
Therefore, as we have recently seen, months 
could go by before the Council’s two main finan- 
cial waUdidogB had any idea of the state of the 
monetary affairs. 

This travesty has hopefully been cleared iq) 
since It was announced that henceforth Ullrich and 
new Council Comptroller Murray Levy will have 
to authorise all financial transactions, thereby 
allowing them to keep an eye on spending. 

Another major step in clearing pp Council’s 
difficulties was taken when President Skip Gnehm 
tackled the sacred cow of an activities fee (See 
story, page 1; text of letter, page 4). The archaic 
and unreliable Campus Combo system has been 
used here' far too often. 

But these reforms and attenqits at reform can 
not of themselves extricate Student Council from 
its present fiscal ntorass. For it takes respon- 
sible, intelligent, dedicated peiqile to operate 
smoothly a finaaoial system, no matter how replete 
with constitutional safeguards it may be. 

The best safeguard for an electorate has always 
been the wise use of the ballot.
